New York. March 1. — It p.M.vs tet In' a jockey — 
tliat is, ji good jockey whose n‘putation is jilnwe 
suspicion, <;ood pnntf of this is the fact that Tom- 
my McTaggart has been offered as a retain- 

ing Lh* h,v Frank Nolan. The matter is in alH*yams‘, 
for McTaggart has betni appnaiched b.v other owners 
of g<HMl horses, including .lohn S.-infonl and tiifford 
A. r<»chran, Tlie latter asked M<*Taggart to put the 
prieo on his services for tin* coming season at 
•Slo.OOO and there is little <im>stion that he will get 
it. He has proved to 1 m* one of the foremost 
riders in this country. These, it seems, are only 
retainers. M<*Taggart’s regular fees and pres- 
ents will no doubt donbh^ tlie iimount. making his 
earning capacity a total of alniut $2r),<KK) a .vear. 

It shows ]dainly the grt>wing popularity of rac- 
ing and the vahu* of a master rider when so many 
rich stakes are to lie decid(‘d. The sums mcuitioned 
seem probabl.v fabulous to the ordinary layman, but 
a high -class rider with a stable of good horses is 

of as much value as $100.(K)0 a ,vear president of 

a big commercial instituti«)n. One stake will at 
times cover the bill. So much depends ui>on the 

expertness of a jockey in a pinch. 

Tom McTaggart has been riding for alauit ten 
years and was always what could be termed a 
good rider. In his e.-irlier years he was addicted to 
rough tactics while riding and once caused a serious 
a<*<-ident at Pimlico for which he paid a severe 

IMMUilt.v. l>eing suspended for several years. It was 
a lesson that bore fruit, for he has profited by 
his error. 

Given Up Rough Riding Tactics. 

“I have given up all that idea of rough riding,” 
said Mc-Taggart in s|K*aking of tiu* stibject, “'Piu're 
is nothing in it. When I was a kid I knew no let- 
ter and thought it a part of the siM»rt. .Now 1 give 
ev«‘rylH»dy tin* same chame as I expec t them to give 
me. and 1 wisli every ridc*r would take my view 
of tl«e matter add that every ctwner or traiimr 
would balcstick a jcM-kc*y who attempted to intc*r- 
fere or rough-ride another jcK-key. Racing is far 
l)ctter with clean riding than nrngh work and elim- 
inates all clanger of killing a horse or jockc*y and 
soinetimc'S both. 

“There is another item I should like to impress 
on riders and that is to cut out drinking. 1 have 
lied tastc‘d liquor sinc*e before (’hristmas. At that 
time 1 wcdglied 1.3r» iMmncls. I )>egan to get clown 
to racing weight immediately and in two or three 
da.vs I reduc*t‘d so fast that in less than a week I 
could ride at llo iKuinds. When I startc*cl at New 
Orleans it was cuisy for me to do 110 pounds and 
today I c'ould ride* at 109 iMUinds without effort. 1 
also feed far Indter and stronger than ever. Tliere 
arc* lots of promising riders whose futures are 
ruined through bad habits. If they only knew what 
was in store for them b.v ac*cepting a bit of good 
advic*e, thc»y certainly would profit. Exi>ericnce is a 
great teacher and 1 have had a world of experi- 
c*nc*e, esi>ecially in paying tlie penalty for rough 
riding.” 

Speak Flatteringly of Tijuana Track. 

Roth McTaggart and W. Slieculy had much to say 
in i»raisc* of tlu* future c»f Tijuana, wliere tiie.v spent 
tlie earl.v part of tlie winter. The.v speak flatter- 
ingl.v of the missibilities of the new Mexican track 
and its manager, .lim (’offrotli. who is doing all he 
c-an to encourage the sinirt in the far wc*st, 

.lames Mac*Manus dropped into the .lockey Tlub 
office today from Hraveseud. wliere lie has eight 
horses, five of which are two-year-olds. 

“The ground is thawing out a trifle.” said he. 
“but it is not likely that many trainers will bring 
out their horses for a wc*ek. I saw one* horse out 
today, but I think it a fcHdish move* to start track 
work until the* wc*ather has iKisitively setth*d. 1 
nc*ver take mine* out unless I am reasonably sure 1 
will not have* to take th<*ni bac k to shed work again. 
It does tlic‘in more harm than g(x»d. There has not 
lK*en a sick horse at <;ravc*seud this winter. All 
those I have seen look extremely fit and ready for 
preparation.”

da.vs with a purse less than $800, is the tentative 
plan of the Rusiness Men’s Racing Association 
for next yc*ar at the Fair Grounds, 

The dirc*ctors have not put their final approval 
on the plans, but it is a moral certainty the.v wdll. 
Supervisor I. R. Reiuo’scm announc-ed .vc*sterday 
that he was sure that tlie big purses w'oulcl be of- 
fered. as it is the intention of the association to 
attract the best horses that race here next year. 

The Hotel Men’s Haiidi<‘up ma.v not be run next 
year lH*eanse of lack of eo-operation b.v th«* hotel 
men this year. None of them subscribed to the 
stake, and since the association had advertised, 
the.v felt in dut.v bound to run it. However, it 
ma.v lie superseded next year by another race, with 
lierhaps an added value as largo, if not larger. 
Thoughts of running a Rusiness Men’s Handicap are 
in the making, with $."».(M)0 as tlie added money.

TO SUFFICE FOR THE MEETING. 



Twelve in the Band This Year with Two Xing's 
Platers in the List. 



Toronto, Out., March 1. — The thoroughbreds that 
will carry the colors of the Tliorncliffe Stable this 
year have all w'intered well, there being no case of 
sickness. Of the twelve horses that wdll be raced, 
ten of them are either two or three-year-olds. 
Fountain F'a.v and King Hamburg an* the only older 
horses, and the Lirmer, which was placed under the 
care of Hugh Wilson, of Oakville, last fall, will be 
seen over the sticks. He showed smartness over 
the jumps last fall and should earn brackets this 
3 'eur. as he has a liking for both weight and a dis- 
tujiee of ground. 

The stable lias tw’o King’s Platers, both of whieli 
are fillies. One is Impress, by Detective — St. 
Cecilia II., which, through an injury, never startcil 
last year, althougli in the spring trials she dis- 
pla.ved the most spt*ed of any of the .voungsters, in- 
cluding Incog. The other is that g<md filly Rritaii- 
nia, wliicli went into winter (|uarters with a record 
of four straight wins. She is by Runuockburn. a 
horse that was noted for his achievements over a 
long route. This filly has developeil wonderfully 
sinet* being n*tired and is the best-looking horse at 
the farm. 

Tlie other three-year-olds include the three well- 
known iiorforiuers of last year. Incog, Graphic and 
Easter Lily. 

Lord Kitchener Best Looking Youngster. 

Five two-year-olds embrace the string, four of 
W’hieh are Cauadian-breds. The latter are; Pleas- 
ure Rent, b.v Nealon — Frolic; Royal Navy, by Nealon 
— .Mrs. Frank Foster; Joffrt*, b.v Orme Shore — Min- 
ui«* G., and I/ord Kitchener, b.v Orme Shore — F.iir 
Annie. The latter eolt is the liest-hKiking young - 
st»*r at the farm. Tie* other two-.vear-old is Iaixoii. 
b.v Sain- Pietures<iue, and a half-brother to Graphic. 

Tlie stable is well fortified in yearlings, having 
no less than nine. 

No foals have as .vet arrived at the farm, and 
none are expected for some time. Nine mares are 
in foal, they being; Moving Picture, to Nealon; 
Southern Maid, to Calgary; Rose Lawrence, to First 
Sight; Fair Annie, to Calgary; Minnie (J.. to First 

Sight; Sky Rocket, to First Sight; Gold Bud, to 

Knight’s Differ, and Lapauga. to Nealon. 

This year’s fouls will he the first of the get of 
Calgary, but horsemen are not waiting to get a 
glimpse of his offspring, but are tiookiug mares to 
him.

The .Spirit. Calgary is well bred, lading by Ogden — 
Star of the West. He is a laiwerfully- built horse 
anil should make an ideal sirt*. Three other stal- 
lions are at the farm,' they b(*ing Nealon, First 
Sight and Orme Shore. 

The racing string is in charge of William McDan- 
iel, who took them over last summer with good sue- 
cess.

Icna Handicap here today. Tlie race was made to 
onler for the Peter (Juiiiee fill.v and, after saving 
much ground on the turns, she wore the leaders 
down in the streteli and w’oii going away. Ed Cud- 
ihee set a fast pace during the early running, but 
tired in the last eighth and hung on gamely after 
iM'ing passed by Conning Tow’cr. 

The Dexter Handioap saw Old Rroom display his 
old-time form and win easil.v. Hocnir, a choice in 
the race, was left at the i)ost. Star of Love set 
the earl.v pace, but Old Rroom moved past him at 
the three-eighths iwst and won in a canter. 

Merry Twinkle continued his winning streak to 
aeeount for the second race, (rasket and Choctaw 
w’cre awa.v sIowl.v and, though' the.v made up a lot 
of ground, they could not catch tlie winner, Siiawr 
was an easy winner of the three-year-ohl race. 

The Coronado Selling Stakes, which will <Ie- 
eided on Sunday, will be run under the old sell- 
ing rule, the winner to 1 h* auctioned in front of 
the stand. That was the rule when the stuki* 
nominations were made.

Troxler and O’Brien to Go East. 

Tw'o stars of the riding eolon.v here have secured 
engagements with big eastern stables for the com- 
ing season. Roseoo Troxler some time ago signed 
to ride for P. A. Clark, a millionaire New Yorker, 
and more recentl.v “Jack” O’Rrien attached his 
signature to a contract with James It. Rutlcr. 
owner of the Empire Cit.v trnck and a pretentious 
racing stable. (’uriously enough these two have 
done nearly all the riding for the leading stable 
at Tijuami this winter — the Nevada Sto<*k Farm — 
Troxler having succeeded O’Rrien witli the Wing- 
field estahlishiiient. Like Troxler. I’ickens and on.* 
or two others of the most successful riders here, 
O’Rrieii seems to have taken a new lease on life, 
and after five years of work in the saddle sinit* 
he came over from Ireland, he has apparently 
reaelM'd his liest at Tijuana. l*p to and including 
February 27. tlie ninety -sixth day of the present 
meeting, he hud 195 mounts and won with fifty of 
them, a winning percentage of just a sliade iiiuliT 
twenty-six, and he was “in the money” with just 
a fraction less than fifty-nine per cent of his 
mounts. The “Irishman” has made considerable 
money at his vocation, and tlie best evidence tliat 
he has not “wasted his substance in riotous living” 
is to be found in the fact that he owns u nice little 
ranch near Denver. 

Dominion Park’s Many Owners. 

The most valuable piece of horseflesh that has 
ever come out of the east, figuring from increased 
valuation in less tlian six moiGlis. is Doniinion Park. 
From a sixty-dollar horse a short time ago. Dominion 
Park lias attained the distinction of being a $1.(K)') 
plater. George Alexandr.i having for tlie seeon.l 
time claimed her for the latter figure. Any horse 
that makes money for various owners in a short 
space of time must 1 h* considered a good horse, and 
gauged in that wa.v Dominion Park is a real gem. 
C. E. Brown, trainer for Hiter & Ford, lM>ught the 
daughter of Hurst Park at Latonia last fall for $G0, 
and after eoming I;erc. won two races and ran third 
with her twice, thereby earning $G70. Then .1. Hoskins 
claimed her for $<»0<), niucli to Brown’s delight, as 
he thus virtually got $1,270 for a hor.se that had 
cost him $00. Hoskins won a purse. $o00. witli 
her and then lost her to Alexandra for $900, thin 
netting $000 on his investment, an even KKl per 
cent. Alexandra let her go to Kay Spence for just 
what he paid for her. but iu the uieautimc she won 
one race and ran second in his colors, clearing SSO."* 
for him. The fill.v proved mor;* profitable to Spence 
than to an.v except her original owner, for he got 
two purses with her and then sold her back to 
.Mexaiidra in what has become the usual way, for 
$1,000. giving him a profit ia his brief ownership 
of the mare of $700. 



Rain Yesterday Brings a Muddy Track — Schooling 
to Begin Monday — Now Stalls Finished and 
Filled — List of Stables Present. 



Hot Springs, Ark., March 1. — Despite the lack of 
ears for transportation, difficulties have lieeii 
largely overcome and enough horses are now here 
to meet all the requirements of a good meeting. 
Of course these will 1 h* largely increased iin- 
merieally, b.v diligent use of such means as are 
available. For instanci*. a train of st'ven horse 
cars, bringing a big band of horses from New 
Orleans, was ipiii'kly on its way back to the Cres- 
eent rity, to bring another similar detachment. 
There is no doubt that more race horses will lie 
here by next week, than ever before were gath- 
ered on an Arkansas race track. 

An all-night rain turned the going to mndd.v 
it Oaklawn Park toda.r and there were not iiian.v 
horses out for work-outs. Trainers confined their 
operations eliiefl.v to walking their charges under 
the sheds, in the hope that the course W'oiild dry 
out rapidl.v enough for trials in the afternoon, but 
another ruin upset their plans. 

Many got in from New' Orleans this morning and 
the morning train from New York also carried its 
share. Several carloads of horses arrived from the 
Fair Grounds late today. The raetrs have bt*en 
moved rapidly since last Monda.v from New Or- 
leans, and tliere are not many more to come from 
that place now'. 

Assistant starter Jim Osborne came in fro?n Newr 
Orleans today. He will tK*gln the schooling of horses 
at Oaklawn Park on Sunday. 

Jockc.v Gc'orge Molesworth will accompany the J. 
C. Ferris eonsignmont of hm*ses which arrives from 
Juarez Sunday. 

Fifty New Stalls Erected. 

The fifty new stalls which were built bce.ause 
! of the overflow of horst*s in tlie regular stables at 
Oaklawn I'ark, w'ore completed last night ami all 
were filled at an early lioiir this morning. 

Jockeys G. Scherrer ami F, Hopkins arrived from 
Tijuana, where the.v were riding all w’inter. 

The appri'iitice allowance will Ik* granted to all 
apprentice riders at the O.aklawn Park meeting iu 
selling races. There w’ill be no conditions attached 
to their getting it, as w’as the case at New Orleans. 

Tnere is an overabundance of apprentice riders 
here, the best of them on form being W. Grump. 

All the big hotels hen* are packed ami the.v 
ami tlu* rooming houses are receiving big prices 
for their aceommodatious. There are iiian.v new’ 
restaurants iu town, most of which w’cre formerly 
saloons. Other.s in that line have been turned into 
ice cream parlors and soda water establishments. 
.\lcohoIie drinks are not to lie had here.

TWO HAVANA RIDERS IN DIRE TROUBLE. 

McEwen and Watts Ruled Off for a Grave Violation 
of Racing Law at Oriental Park. 



Havana, (’ubu. March I. —The stewards of tlie 
Cuba- American .Toekey Club, after a length.v in- 
vestigation. handed out the following ruling Iwfon* 
the nii'cs this afternoon; “.locke.vs E. MeEwen and 
R. Watts have had their licenses revoked this day. 
March 1. 1917. for attempting fraud, and they arc 
denied further privileges of the course by the 
Ciiha-Amerii'an .lockej- Club.” 

MeEwen ami Watts are said to have approached 
some other riders in an attempt to have them eo- 
iqierate in “fixing” races. Evidi-nce submitted to 
the officials w’as of the strongest kind, but the 
ruling was not handed out until lioth riders had 
been given an opportunitj' to clear themselves, 
w’hii'h they failed to do. 

The officials have lived up to their promise to 
do all in their power to keep racing at Oriental 
Park clean. The.v have been alert all winter and 
several of those who have shown a temleiie.v to 
take undue lilM*rties. were informed that their 
presence was undesirable. Rough riding has been 
stamped out. Several riders were suspended for 
an infraction of the rule covering the latter of- 
fense. 

Closely -Contested Races Feature Sport. 

Spirited racing featured tin* sport this afternoon 
at Oriental I*ark. The fields were of good size 
and the track was i;i fine eoiiditioii. The entire 
card, with the exeeptioii of the last ra<*e was made 
up of sprinting raees. The fourth race wound up 
with a driving finish between Ha’Penny and Alta 
malm, the former winning by a head after a pn*tty 
stretch duel. Salon the favorite w’ais sluggish in 
the earl.v part of the race but came fast enough 
at the finish to get third money. 

In the second race Asnnm. the choice in the liet - 
ting, followed Peaceful Star to the stretch and then 
came on under punishment ami won by three- parts 
of a length from Tiger Jim. Tlu* last-named w'as 
eoming fast at the finish. Encore, the favorite in 
the third, was an easy winner after leading through- 
out. 

It was not an afternoon for form backers. In 
the fifth race they made Radiant Flow’or their 
selei tion, hut the Nasturtium gelding sulked at the 
start, bumped into anotlier horse .and dropped hopc- 
lessl.v out of it iH'fore the race was fairly started. 
.\t that he w’onld have had trouble in defeating 
Sable, wlikli won iu u tauter.

NO APPLICATION FOR STOCK INCREASE. 

Hamilton. Out.. March 1. — In regard to the siiji- 
posed applieatiou pending before the Ontario gov- 
ernment from the llaniiltnn .loekey C^liib to inen';ise 
its stock, that each liolder of a share for which 
$10 was paid will receive a eertificate for $1.(MK) of 
new stock, or for an increase of capital stock for 
any purpose.

He denied that each shareliolder of a $40 share 
would received a <*crtificate for $1,(MH) of new* 
stock. He further stated tli:it the amount of capi- 
talization had no effect on the war tax.

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MANY OWNERS DESIRE HIS SERVICES AND 
OFFER TEMPTING RETAINING FEES. 



Plainly Shows Growing Popularity of Racing and 
Value of Master Rider — Praise for Tijuana 
Sport — Notes of New York Tracks. 



New York. March 1. — It pays to l)o a jockey — 
that is. a Rood Jockc.v whose reputation is al>ove 
suspicion. (Jo<xl pnxtf of this is the fact that Tom- 
in.v Mc'raggart lias been offered $12,r»0() as a retain - 
iiiK f«‘e by Frank N<dan. The matter is in alH*.van<s'. 
f«»r McTaggart has been approaclied b.v other owners 
of uimmI horses, including John Sanford and (Jiffonl 
A. rochran. The latter asked McTaggart to put the 
price* on his serviees f<*r tin* coming season at 
Slo.lMM) and there is little question that he will get 
it. He has provexl to lx* one of the foremost 
riders in this <*e>untr.v. These, it s'‘cms. are only 
retainers. MeTaggart’s regular fees and pre*s- 
ents will no dmibt double the amount, making his 
earning capacity a total of alxuit $ 2 r »,000 a .year. 

It shows plainly th«‘ grtiwing popularit.v of rac- 
ing and the value of a master rider when so many 
rich stakes are to be decided. The sums mentioned 
seem probabl.v fabulous to the ordinar.v layman, but 
a high-class rider with a stable of go<jd horses is 

of as much value as $100.(M>0 a .vear president of 

a big (*ommercial institution. One stake will at 
times cover the bill. So much depends uix>n the 

exiKTtness of a jockey in a pinch. 

Tom McTaggart has been riding for alxuit ten 
.vears and was always what could lx‘ termed a 
good rider. In his earlier years he was addicted to 
rough tactics while riding and once caused a serious 
accident at Pimlico for which he paid a seven* 

lM*nalty. lx*ing susixuided for several years. It was 
a lesson that bore fruit, for he has profited by 
his error. 

Given Up Rough Riding Tactics. 

“I have given up all that idea of rough riding,” 
said .McTaggart in sjieaking of the subject. “There 
is nothing in it. When I was a kid 1 knew no Ix^t- 
ter and thought it a p;irt of tlx* six»rt. Now I give 
I'verylxid.v the same chance as I expect them to give 
me, and 1 wish every rid<*r would take my view 
of the matter add that every rtwner or trainer 
would balcstick a jtxkey wdio attempted to inter- 
fere or rough-ride another jockey. Racing is far 
lH‘tter with <-lean riding than rough work and elim- 
inates all danger of killing a horse or jockey and 
sometimes both. 

“Tliere is another item I should like to impress 
on riders and that is to cut out drinking. I have 
not tasted li«iuor since before (’hristmas. At that 
time 1 weiglied 13r> pounds. I )x*gan to get down 
to racing weight immediately and in two or three 
days I reduced so fast that in less than a week 1 
eouhl ride at ll.~» ixiunds. When I started at New 
Orleans it was easy for me to do 110 ixuinds and 
tmlay I could rid<* at 109 ixuinds without effort. 1 
also feel far Ix'tter and stronger than ever. There 
are lots of promising riders whose futures are 
ruined through bad habits. If they only knew what 
was in store for them by aeceiding a bit of good 
udvici*. the.v certainly would profit. Exix*rience is a 
great teacher and I have had a worhl of experi- 
ence*, esiiecially in paying the penalty for rough 
riding.” 

Speak Flatteringly of Tijuana Track. 

Roth McTaggart and W, Sheedy had much to say 
in prais<* of the future of Tijuana, wiiere the.v spent 
the earl.v part of the winter. They speak flatter- 
ingly of the iHissibilities of the new Mexican track 
and its manager, Jim Poffroth. wlio is doing all he 
can to encourage the siM»rt in the far west. 

James MacManus dropiied into the Jockey ('lub 
<»ffice today from Gravesend, where lie has eight 
horses, five of which are two-y«*ar-oIds. 

“The ground is thawing out a trifle.” said he. 
“but it is not likel.v that man.v trainers will liring 
out their horses for a week. 1 saw one liorse out 
t(xlay. but I think it a Lxdish move to start track 
work until tlie wcatlier has ix)sitively settled. 1 
never take mim* out unless 1 am reasonaldy sure I 
will not have to take them !»ack to slied work again. 
It does them mor»* harm than g«xMl. There has not 
1h*cu a si<-k horse at (Jravesend tliis winter. All 
those 1 have seen look extremely fit and ready fur 
preparation.” 

Metropolitan Turf Notes. 

Gwyn Tompkins has iniiK>rted an Irish steeple- 
chase mare named Silver Dart. She will bt* pre- 
pared for an early lampaign. 

E. Wolke. the steeplechase rid»*r, has signed to 
ride for t!ie Nortliwood Stable this season, wliicli is 
trained by Jim Frayliiig. 

Tom Welch, wlio has charge of tin* J. E. Wideiier 
horses, visited the Empire City Jockey Glub office 
to make entries todaj’. He sa.vs he hardl.v antici- 
pates track wc»rk at Ib*lmont Park lx*fore the second 
week in Marcli, there lx*ing nearly two feet of frost 
in the ground. Yesterda:i- promised a break in the 
weather,” said Weh*h, “but today’s storm has 
again uiiset all calculations.” 

Mars Cassidy is home from Juarc*z and living at 
r.ravesend. lie will remain until the oix*ning of 
the eastern season. 



HORSES BELONGING TO A CHICAGO OWNER. 

Waldo I*. Johnson of this city informs us that 
he is still the owin*r of the mare Little Rit, re- 
cently in<iuirc*d alx>ut by a r**ader. She is in the 
stinl at Lexington, Ky., and. besides being the 
dam of a yearling fill.v, has been mated with 
Luke McLukc*, after lx*ing barren last yc*ar. 

Mr. Johnson also owns Henry R.. Thinker. Fizc*r, 
Little Rigger and three two-year-edds which Iiave 
not started. Henry R. was decidedly the best 
t wo .vear-cdd rac*c*d at tin* re<*ent New Orleans meet- 
ing and would seem to be worth kc»eping over 
until next yc*ar, to sc*e what manner of a 
three -year old he might lx*eonie. but Mr. John- 
son is thinking of selling all of his horses and 
rc'tiring. Henry R. i.s by Jack Atkin— Mattc*rhorn, 
and. after lx*ing unplaced in his first essay, ran 
sc>c*ond ill his next try and then won five races 
ill buccession. 

TEXAS PARI-MUTUEL BILL LOST. 

Austin, Texas. Man*h 1.— The pari-mutuel bill, 
whi<*h would legalize betting on horse races in the 
Ixuie Star state by means of the pari-mutuel ma- 
chines. as c-ondne ted in the state of Kentucky, was 
lost through the absi*nc*c* of its fric*nds. The house 
n*fused to c*iigross !»y a vote* <»f ."il to ."iO and elc*ven 
memiMws. wh<» Mere absent, were pledged to vote 
for the measure. 



Business Men’s Racing Association. 



Now Orleans. La., March 1. — A rrc‘sc*ent City 
Derb.v of an added value of at least $10,000. and 
probably $15,000. with stakes of $1,200 each twic*c* 
a wc*ek, and no rac*e during the entire thirty-six 
days with a purse less than $800. is the tentative 
plan of the Business Men’s Racing Association 
for next year at the Fair Grounds. 

The directors have not put their final approval 
on the plans, but it is a moral certainty the.v will. 
SuiK*rvisor I. R. Reiinysoii anuouiu-ecl .vc'sterday 
that he was sure that the* big purses would be of- 
fered. as it is the intention of the association to 
attract the bc*st horses that race here next year. 

Tlie Hotel Mc'u’s Handic-ap may not be* run next 
yc*ar Ix*c*ause of lack of c*o- operation by the* hotel 
men this year. None of them subscribed to the 
stake, and siiu*e the* association had aclvc*rtisc*d. 
the.v felt in diit.v bound to run it. Howevc*r, it 
ma.v be suporsc*ded next yc*ar by another race, witli 
perhaps an addc*d value as large, if not larger. 
Thoughts of running a Business Men’s Handic*ap arc* 
in the making, with $.'>.000 as the added money. 

Mr. Rennyson has l>een approached with a plan 
to cover the trac-k with tarpaulins during the rat*e 
mei*ting for fourteen days before. The directors 
will consider this seriously. sinc*e the wet weather 
of the past season kept such good horses ns Chal- 
mers. Rancher and the like in their stables. Mr. 

Rennyson said all that the asscK-iatioii would lose 

if they lost anything would be the first cost of the 
canvas. lx>cal si>ort8men think the plan will be 

given a trial. 

A. Roiiprich today tried to deny that he and

NO SICKNESS IN THORNCLIFFE STABLE. 



Twelve in the Band This Year with Two King’s 
Platers in the List. 



Toronto. Out., March 1. — The thoroughbrc'ds that 
will carry the colors of the Thorncliffe Stable this 
year have all wintered w’dl. tliere being no case of 
sickness. Of the twelve horses that will be rac*ed. 
ten of them arc either two or three-year-olds. 
Fountain Fay and King Hamburg are the only older 
horses, and the former, which was placed under the 
c*arc? of Hugh Wilson, of Oakville, last fall, will be 
.seen over the sticks. He showed smartness over 
the jumps last fall and should earn brackets this 
year, as he has a liking for both weight and a dis- 
taiic-c* of ground. 

The stable has two King’s Platers, both of whicli 
are fillies. One is Impress, b.v Detective — St. 
Cecilia II., which, tlirough an injury, never started 
last year, althougii in the spring trials she dis- 
plajed the most spt*ed of any of the .vonngsters. in- 
elmling Incog. The other is that good filly Britan- 
nia. which went into winter quarters with a rei-ord 
of four straight wins. She is by Bannockburn, a 
horse that was noted for his achievements over a 
long route. This fill.v has developed woiiderfnll.v 
since being retired and is the best-looking horse at 
the farm. 

The other three -.vear-olds include the three well- 
known i>erfomiers of last year. Incog, Graphic and 
Easter Lily. 

Lord Kitchener Best Looking Youngster. 

F'ive two-year-olds embrace the string, four of 
W’hich are Canadian -breds. The latter are; Pleas- 
ure Rent, by Nealon — Frolic; Royal Navy, by Nealon 
— Mrs. Frank Foster; Joffre, by Ornie Shore — Min- 
nie G.. and liord Kitchener, by Orine Shore — F.iir 
Annie. The latter colt is the best-looking young- 
ster at the farm. Tie* other two-year-old is Iaixoii, 
b.v Sain- -Pictures<|ue, and a half-brother to Graphic. 

The stable is well fortified in yearlings, having 
no less titan nine. 

No foals have as .vet arrived at the farm, and 
none are expected for some time. Nine mares are 
in foal, the.v being: Moving Picture, to Nealon; 

Southern Maid, to Calgarj'; Rose I.awrence, tt> First 
Sight; Fair Annie, to Calgary; Minnie li.. to First 

Sight: Sky Rocket, to First Sight; Gold Bud, to 

Knight’s Differ, and I.apanga. to Nealon. 

This year's foals will l>e the first of the get of 
Calgar.v, but horsemen an* not waiting to get a 
glimpse of his offspring, but are Inxiking mares to 
him. Several will come ui> from Montreal next 

month to lx* mated with him, one of them being 

The Spirit. Calgary is well bred. lx*ing by Ogden - 
Star of the West. He is a ix>werfully- built horse 
and should make an ideal sin*. Three other stal- 
lions are at the farm, they being Nealon, First 
Sight and Onne Shore. 

Tlie racing string is in charge of William McDan- 
iel. who took them over last summer with good suc- 
cess. 

CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Top o’ th’ Morning is looking well and being 
fitt(*«l for an earl.v campaign in Maryland. 

Clarence Buxton is said to have handed a $1,000 
bill to jockey W. Kelsa.v for his success with 
Sasin in the Coffruth Handicap. 

Flittergold is one of M. F. Sheeily’s band which 
has lx*eii galloping in a manner to suggest that 
he will be as good as ever this year. 

William Shields has the horses of Paul Powers 
in fine condition at Benning and iut«*n(ls to make 
an early start with them at the Maryland meet- 
ings. 

Frank Bray has the A. L. Aste tw’o-year-olds 
looking fine. Bra.v is sweet on the black filly b.v 
Hapsbnrg — Ethel Wheat, which Aste purchased from 
Hugh McCarreii. 

A striking hxtking <olt at Gravesend is the two- 
year-old son of King James — Marie Stuart, S. 
McNaughtun paid $.'>.<M»0 for this colt, as a yearling, 
at the H. T. Oxnard sale last summer. 

Hot Sjirings will lx* a livel.v city this month. In 
addition to the race meetings to begin March 7. 
w'ith the horses running first at Oaklawm and later 
at Essex Park, there will be tw*o major league ball 
clubs in training, w'ith the probability of a number 
of exhibition games to be staged there. The Busi- 
ness Men’s Association has arranged to have .several 
glove fights decided while the racing and baseball 
men ai*e in town. Hotel accommodations are already 
at a premium.

Tijuana, Mex.. M.irch 1. — Sa.vonarra w’on the Ral- 
lena Handicap here today. The race was luaile to 
onler for the Peter (jaince filly and. after saving 
miieh ground on the turns, she wore the leaders 
down in the stretch and w’oii going awa.v. Ed (’ud- 
ihee set a fast pace during the early running, but 
tired in the last eighth and hung on gamely after 
Ix'iiiK passed by Conning Tower. 

The Dexter Handicap saw Old Broom display his 
old-time form and win easll.v. Hocnir, a choice in 
the race, was left at the ix>st. Star of I.<ove set 
the earl.v pace, but Old Bnxmi moved past liim at 
the three-eighths i>ost and won in a canter. 

Merry Twinkle coiitiiincd his winning streak to 
account for the sei'oml race. Gasket ami Choctaw 
were awa.v slowly and, though' they made up a lot 
of ground, they eonld not catch the winner. Siiawr 
was an easy winner of the three-year-old race. 

The Conniado Selling Stakes, which will lx* de- 
cideil on Sunda.v, will be run under the old sell- 
ing rule, the winner to lx* auctioned in front of 
the staml. That was tlie rule when the stake 
nominations were made. 

William Walker claimed Merry Twinkle after 
winning the second race. 

Troxler and O’Brien to Go East. 

Two stars of the riding colony here have seiured 
engagimcnts with big eastern stables for the com- 
ing season. Roscoe Troxh*r some time ago signed 
to ride for P. A. Clark, a millionaire New Yorker, 
and more recently “Jack” O’Brien attached his 
signature to a contract with James R. Rntlcr. 
owner of the Empire City track and a pretentious 
racing stable. Curiously enough these two have 
done nearly all the riding for tlie leading stable 
at Tijuana this winter — the Nevada St(x*k Farm — 
Troxler having succeeded 0’Bri(*n witli the Wing- 
field estahlisliment. Like Troxler. I’i<-kens and one 
or two others of the most successful riders here, 
O’Brien seems to have taken a new lease on life, 
and after five .vears of work in the saddle simt* 
he came over from Ireland, he has app.'ircntly 
reaelx*d his l>est at Tijuana. I’l) to and Im imiing 
February 27, the ninet.v-sixth day of the present 
meeting, he had 195 mounts and won with fifty of 
them, ;i winning peneiitage of just a shade under 
twent.v-six, and lu* was “in tlxi money” ivitli just 
a fraction less than fifty -nine per cent of his 
mounts. The “Irishman” has made considerable 
money at his vocation, and the lx*st evidence that 
he has not ’’wasted his substance in riotous living” 
is to be found in the fact that he owns a nice little 
runoh near Denver. 

Dominion Park’s Many Owners. 

The most valuable piece of horseflesh that has 
ever <*ome out of the east, figuring from increased 
valuation in less tiiau six inontlis, is Dominion Park. 
From a sixty-dollar horse a short time ago. Dominion 
Park has attained the distinction of being a $1.(K)W 
plater. George Alexandra having for th<* ‘second 
time claimed her for the latter figure. Any horse 
that makes money for various owners in a short 
space of time must lx* considered a good horse, ami 
gauged in that way Dominion Park is a real gem. 
C, E. Brown, trainer for Hiter & Ford, Ixuight the 
daughter of Hurst Park at Latonia last fall for $«>(>. 
and after coming here, won two races and ran thinl 
with her twice, thereby earning $(J70, Then .1. Hoskins 
claimed her for $<>(Hi. much to Brown’s delight, as 
he thus virtually got .$1,270 for a iior.se tliat had 
cost him $00. Hoskins won a pnr.se. $o(Kl. witli 
her and then lost her to Alexandra for $900. thus 
netting $(MHl on his investment, an even lOO per 
cent. Alexandra let her go to Kay Spence for just 
what he paiil for her. but in the nieuiitimc she won 
one race ami ran second in his colors, clearing .S305 
for him. The filly proved more profitable to Spence 
than to any exceiit her original owner, for he got 
two purses with her and then sold her back to 
Alexandra in what has become the usual way, for 
$1,000, giving him a profit ia his brief ownership 
of the man* of $700. 



TWO HAVANA RIDERS IN DIRE TROUBLE. 



McZwen and Watts Ruled Off for a Grave Violation 
of Racing- Law at Oriental Park. 



Havana, Cuba, March 1. — The stewanls of the 
Cuba- American Jockey Club, after a lengthy in- 
vestigation. handed out the following ruling lx*fore 
tin* races tlii.s afternoon; ’’Joikeys E. MeEwen anil 
R. Watts have had tlieir li«*en.ses revoked this d.ay. 
March 1. 1917. for attempting fraud, and tliey are 
denied fnrth»*r privileges of the «*ourse by the 
Cuha-.Vinerieuii Jockey- Club.” 

MeEwen and Watts are said to have approaelu*d 
some other riders in an attempt to have tliem eo- 
oi>erate in ’’fixing” races. Evidence submitted to 
the officials was of the strongest kiml, but tlie 
ruling w'as not handed out until both riders had 
been given an opixirtunity to clear themselves, 
which the.v failed to do. 

The officials have lived up to their promise to 
<lo all ill their power to keep racing at Oriental 
Park clean, Th«*.v have been alert all winter and 
several of thos** who have shown a tendenc.v to 
take undue lilx*rties. were infornied that their 
presence was undesirable. Rough riding has been 
stamped out. Several riders were suspended for 
an infraction of the rule covering the latter of- 
fense. 

Closely -Contested Races Feature Sport. 

Spirited racing featured the sport this afternoon 
at Oriental I’ark. The fields were of goori size 
and tin* track was i:i fine condition. The entire 
card, with tin* exception of tin* last race was made 
up of sprinting races. The fourth ra<*e wound up 
with a. driving finish between Ha’IVnny ami Alta- 
malia, the former winning by a head after a pn*tty 
stretch duel. Salon the favorite was sluggish in 
the earl.v part of the race but came fast enough 
at the finish to get third money. 

In the second race AKnnia. the choice in the l>et - 
ting, followed Pea<*»*fnl Star to the stretch ainl then 
came on under punishment and won by tlm*e-purts 
of a length from Tiger Jim. The last-imnud was 
ooming fast at the finish. Encore, the favorite in 
the third, was uii easy winner after leading through- 
out. 

It was not an afternoon for form b.ackers. In 
the fifth race they made Radiant Flower their 
selection, hut the Nasturtium gelding sulked at tlie 
start, bumped into another horse and dropped hopt*- 
iessl.v out of it Ix'fore the race was fairly started. 
At that lie would have had trouble in defeating 
' t5uble, which won iu u cuuter. 



ENOUGH HORSES ALREADY AT HOT SPRINGS 
TO SUFFICE FOR THE MEETING. 



Rain Yesterday Brings a Muddy Track — Schooling 
to Begin Monday — ^Now Stalls Finished and 
Filled — List of Stables Present. 



Hot Springs. Ark., March 1. — Despite the lark of 
cars for transportation, ilifficulties have lx*en 
largely over<*ome and enongii horses are now here 
to meet all the reipiiremeiits of a gt»od meeting. 
Of lourse these will lx-? largely increased nu- 
nieri<*all.v, b.v diligent list* of siieh means as are 
available. For instance, a train of seven horse 
ears, bringing a big band of hors«*s from New 
Orleans, was qni<*kl.v on its way back to the (’res- 
cent Gity, to bring another similar iletnchment. 
There is no doulit that more race horses will l>e 
liere by next week, than ever bt*fore were gath- 
ered on an Arkansas race track. 

An all-night rain turned the going to mudd.v 
at Oaklawu Park toda.v and there were not man.v 
horses out for work outs. Trainers confined their 
operations chiefly to walking their charges under 
the sheds, in the hope that the course would dr.v 
out rapidl.v enough for trials in the afternoon, but 
another rain upset their plans. 

Many got in from Now Orleans this morning and 
the morning train from New Y'ork also carried its 
share. Several carloads of horses arrived from the 
Fair Grounds late today. The racers have been 
moved rapidly sine*e last Monda.v from New Or- 
leans. and there are not many more to come from 
that place now. 

Assistant starter Jim Osborne came in from New 
Orleans today. He will lx*gin the schooling of horses 
at Oaklawn l*nrk on Sunday. 

Jockey George Molesworth will accompany the J. 
C. F(*rris consignment of hoi*ses which arrives from 
Juarez Sundaj'. 

Fifty New Stalls Erected. 

The fifty new stalls which were built because 
of the overflow of horses in the regular stables at 
Oaklawn Park, were completed last night ami all 
were filled at ,m early hour this morning. 

Jockeys G. Seherrer and F. Hopkins arrived from 
Tijuana, where tlie.v were rid.ing all winter. 

The appr<*ntico allowance will l>e granted to nil 
apiu’entice riders at the Oaklawn Park meeting iu 
selling races. There will be no conditions attached 
to their getting it, as was the case at New Orleans. 

Tliere IS an overabimdanee of apprentice riders 
here, the best of them on form being W. (’rump.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



The I'nited States government is in possession 
of evidenee of a f.jr-re.iehing (Jennan plot to form 
an nllianee with Mexico and Japan to war on 
the I'nited States. The evidenee is in the form of 
a note of instructions sent by (Ji'rman Foreign 
Minister Zinimeruiann at Berlin to Minister Von 
Eekhardt in Mexi<*o (Uty, Tlie text of tlie note is 
as follows: ••Berlin, January 19. 1917. — On the 

first of February we intend to l>egin submarine 
warfare nnrestrieted. In spite of this it is our in- 
tention to endeavor to keep neutral tlie I’nited 
States of America. If this attempt is not success- 
ful we propose an alliance on the following basis 
with Mexico: That we shall make war together 

and together make peac*e. We shall give general 
financial support, and it is understood that Mexico 
is to reioiiquer the lost territory in New Mexico, 
Texas and Arizona. The details are left to you 
for settlement. You are instructed to inform the 
ITcsident of Mexico of the above in the greatest 
eonfidence as soon as it is certain that there will 
Ik- an outbrweak of war with the I’nited States 
and suggest that the President of Mexico, on his 
own initiative, should communicate with Japan sug- 
gesting adherence at onee to this plan; at the same 
time. oITi r to mediate between (Jermany and .Japan. 
Please call to the attention of the President of 
Me.'vico that the emiilo.vinent of ruthless submarine 
warfare now ])roinises to eoiiiiH*! England to make 
pca«*e in a few months. Ziininerinann.” 

Activities of Dr, Paul Bitter, Swiss Minister to 
the I’nited States, and (lermany’s representative 
here since the b.reak between (Jermany and I’nited 
Slates, is getting into the near iw*rsuna- non grata 
class, aecording to advices from Washington. It is 
alleged that Dr. Bitter has inherited eertain traits 
of propaganda work from Tount Von Bernstorff and 
that the State Department may lonie to an early 
show down with him. Dr. Bitter has several times 
told newspaper men plans, eoneerning peace pro- 
jiosals. several hours before allowing the State De- 
p:irtinent to gain knowledge of them. 

Secretary I.ansing authorized this sBitement 

yesterday: ‘’We do not believe that Japan lias 

iiad any knowledge of the (Jermaii proposition or 
that she would consider an.v proposition made by 
an enemy.” As to Mexieo the secretary said; ‘’We 
have <-onfidence that Mexico would not be a party 
to jiny such agreement in view of the friendl.v re- 
lations existing l>etween this government and the 
de facto government of Mexico.” 

Bapannie. the strategic position of the German 
western army on the Ancre. is near capture by the 
Allies. A new line of trenches, stretching along 
tlic Bapaiime-Pcronne road, but in the rear of 
Bapaunie proper is said to constitute the new 
(Jennan advaniv line, Bapamne is now under heavy 
allied fire, the British advancing slowly in an 
eiieinding movement. 

British rciMjrts on the submarine chasing engaged 
in by the I^nglish patrol -Ixiats and warships, car- 
ries infonnation to the effect that the submarine 
pidicy as oxercisod by Germany has I>ecn .a failure. 
Hundreds of submarines are said to have been 
captured or destroyed. 

Full official confirmation of Germany’s intrigue 
to ally Mexieo and Japan with her to make war 
on the 1 iiited St.ates, as revealed last night b.v 
the .Vssmiated ITess. was given yesterday at the 
White House, the State lH*partinent aud in the 
Sen:!tc. 

The (Jorman government has offered to replace 
the seven Dutch nierchairtmen, Avhich were tor- 
pedoed off the English const last week with (Jennan 
freighters iintil the end of the war on condition that 
Holland purchase them afterward. 

The South Manchuria Bailway Companj' will build 
a steel plant in Manchuria this spring. One hun- 
dre^l :ind fifty thousand tons will l»e i)rodu<-ed an- 
nually. 

NOTES OF RACING IN FOREIGN LANDS. 



In New Zealand the well-known jockey. Arthur 
recently lodged 250 iMtuiids with the mili- 
tary Iwirliorities to secure a nomination for the fly- 
ing corps. 

Silver Balm, which won the King Emperor’s Cup 
at the ( hristmas Calcutta meeting, and Baehelor’s 
Wedding, which annexetl the Viceroy’s f'lip the same 
week, were »K»th ptirehasiM! and sent out to India 
by ( larence Hailey of Newmarket. 

In Calcutta the credit system obtains in connec- 
tion with the totalizator. Books of I. O. C. forms 
arc available for club and staml members of the 
Ibiynl (’alciittn Turf Club and for other approved 
mipllcants. In the principal enclosure totalizator 
tirkets are ten nii>ecs (almut ^I.20> each. In the 
M><-4»nd enelosure five rii|>ees (about ,$l.«(D each, :ind 
third enclosure, which is entirely patronized by the 
natives, two ruiKfs (sixty- four cents) each. 



IMPROVEMENT IN STYLE OF RIDING. 



Charles Ballard Tells of Difference Between Old- 
Time and Present-Day Jockeys. 



That the standard of horsemanship displayed in 
racing has been materiall.v lowered b.v the so-c.alled 
monkey seat (»f the modern jockey, but that present 
da.v style in riding, with other changes in racing, 
has worked a marked improvement in the tempera- 
ment of the thoroughbred race horse, is the interest- 
ing opinion of Charles Ballard, a well-known pro- 
fessional rider, who .won many of the imiwrtant 
stake races on (Canadian and American tracks fif- 
teen or twenty years ago, Ballard has just re- 
turned to New York front Cuba, where he attended 
the races at Havana, and befon* the war he saw 
ami took part in the sport in many parts of Europe. 

In speaking of conditions today, as compared 
with those of his first years in the saddle, he said 
to a reporter of the New York Herald: 

‘‘There is a big difference between the old-time 
jiwkey ami the jo<ke3' of today. The old-time jockey 
was taught to rate a horse. In other words, he had 
to know a horse. Horses then were trained and 
raced that way. But now they train and race for 
sp«*ed. It’s all speed. They race from end to end, 
and the jockey hasn’t much time to wait; he has 
to keep going. 

‘‘The crouch seat, the starting g.ate ami the al- 
most complete elimination of the spur have done 
a great deal to improve the disposition of tlie mod- 
ern race horse. 

‘‘The old-time jockeys were fine horsemen, and, 
barring accidents, would rurelj’ get beat on the best 
4iorse, but some of them were hard on their mounts. 
It was no uncommon sight to see a liorse come back 
to the scales with big welts under his belly. The 
first thing a trainer did wlien a liorse came back 
to the stable in that condition was to use freely 
applications of salt and water. One can imagine 
liow severe this treatment must have be<‘n for the 
liorse. The crouch seat prevents a jockey from be- 
ing able to punish his horse severely. 

Starting Gate Helped Improve Racing. 

‘‘The starting gate, which met with so much 
opposition here ami in England before it was 
adopted, has done wonders to improve racing. A 
delay of ten minutes now is unusual. In the old 
days* half an hour at the iKvst was not unconinion,. 
and I reraeinlier seeing the horses over au hour and 
a half at the post liefore the start for the American 
iH'rbj- was made at ("hicago in 1893. 

“Tod Sloan had a great deal to do with discard- 
ing the spur. He never liked to use them, and if 
the owner or trainer insisted he would use rowels 
so dull they would not even scratch a horse’s sides. 
Sloan was a finished jockey, and he could ride 
any kind of horse. He seemed to know a horse 
intuitively the moment he got on his back. His 
hands were as light as a cord, and the way he used 
to jolly the meun-teiniM*red horses into running their 
lK*st was really wonderful. He had one great ad- 
vantage over most of his rivals. He never had to 
waste to make the weight. 

“What a pity the Jockey (’’lub does not raise the 
scale. There are so iiianj' Imys who devoted tlieir 
earlier life to riding and after a few j-ears have 
to give it up on account of increasing weight, just 
when they an? at their liest. 

“The Enroiiean scale is much b<‘tter. Some of our 
jo<*keys that liad outlived their usefulness here went 
abroad and did the best work of their lives where 
the heavier weights permitted them to ride. Among 
others, 1 think of Freil Taral, Tony Hamilton and 
Frank O’Neill. Taral was u sensation in Hungary. 
Hamilton was equally prominent in Biissiu and 
O’Neill was the most songlit after jockey in Europe 
liefore the war, yet these jockeys could hardly 
ever get a mount lM*fore they left this country. 
I'outinual wasting to make weight weakened them, 
as it does many another good rider, in such con- 
dition that they could not do justice to the Jiorses 
they rode.” 

MORE ABOUT PROPOSED NEW TRACK. 



Racing Would Be Held During November and De- 
cember — No Conflict with Fair Grounds. 



Plans for the establishment of another r.*ice track 
here were launched Monday, when stock subscrip- 
tions to a coriMiration to In* known as the “Jefferson 
Fair Association, Incoriiorated,” were opened in 
.New Orleans. 

Arrangements were completed Monday for the 
purchase of the tract of Ijind which will be the 
site of the new fair and track. It will be located 
at Shrewsbury, I.<a., a suburb just across the Jef- 
ferson parish line. 

I^eo A. Marrero, real estate rar.n of Jefferson 
parish and son of sheriff Marrero, was the agent 
in the purchase of the tract at Shi*ewsbur.v, and 
Mr. Marrero will be one of the chief figures in tlie 
organization of the Jefferson Fair Association, In- 
corporated. Associated with him will be Anthony 
Rouprich of McDonoghville aud other prominent 
citizens of Jefferson parish. 

At present, the purpose of the Jefferson Fair As- 
sociation, Incorporated, embraces the upbuilding 
of the Jefferson Live Stock and Agricultural Fair. 
The new coriioration, when organized, will l>egin 
v.'ork on a big fair for this fall. This fair, Mr. 
Marrero and his associates say, will fit in with 
the National Live Stock and Farm Show, whieh 
is the annual event fathered bj' the Business Men’s 
Baeing Association at New Orleans. 

('apitul stock of the eompany wil be $225,000. 
Shares are offered at .$2.5 each, twenty per cent 
to be paid when the charter for the i»roposed cor- 
{Kiratioii is signed. 

Plans for the organiz:ition of the corporation are 
exi>ected to priK-ecd rapidly, and in a few days the 
promoters will establish lieadqnarters and elect a 
Ixiard of directors. 

Meetings Would Not Conflict. 

T’pwards of $25.lMM) worth of stock already has 
been contracted for, a<*curding to the report. 

When all details for the fair end of the new 
project are completed, the promoters will discuss 
the o?>erati<»n of a racing meeting. Such a racing 
meeting, according to the plans, would open Novem- 
ber 23, and run until January 1. when the Business 
Men’s Baeing Association’s season starts. 

The Business Men’s Baeing Association cannot 
race prior to January 1 under its agreement with 
II. D. (Curley) Brown, which agreement was part 
of the racing war compromise in which the Business 
Men’s Baeing Associutiou took City Park track off 
Brown’s hands. 

On account of Mardi Gras coming so early in 1918, 
the racing season of the Business Men’s Racing 
Association at the Fair Grounds will be considerably 
shorter than it was this year. The promoters say 
that as the season which just closed was ulxiut as 
brief a one us horsemeu care to ship so far south 
for. the establishment of another track to link dates 
with tlie Business Men’s Racing Association will 
prove an inducement to the big horsemen to come 
hen* for winter racing. 

Organization of such a corporation as the .Teffer- 
son Fair Association. lncon>orate<l, and the openitfon 
of the racing meeting proiKised, would give New 
Orleans a winter turf season in 1917-lS extending 
from Thanksgiving Da.v to Mardi (Jras. This would 
mean about seventy -two days of racing. 

Application for a <*harter for the Jefferson Fair 
AssiH-iation, IncoriMirated, is expected to Im* made 
within a day or two. — New Orleans Times- Picayune. 



SUCCESS DUE TO TRAINER GOLDBLATT. 



To Mose Goldblatt goes the credit for the wonder- 
ful sueeess a<-hieved bj- the Livingston horses at 
the recent New Orleans meeting. His masterly 
handling of the big string of the Gincinnati turf- 
man is shown b.v the results accomplished. 

A feature of '( Joldblatt’s system is that he has 
tlie right iilea about his help, as well as his horses. 
This is an iniiHirtant item in the ruuning of a rac- 
ing stable. He never forgets his help when the 

golden ra.vs of good fortune shine on his head. He 
has the reputi'.tion among stable emplojes of al- 
ways iloing the right thing. In return for his 
thoughtfulness for lioth his charges and his under- 
studies, he gets the inaxinium of earning power 
out of his horses. 

It was Goldblatt who first made the name of 
Livingston prominent in the turf world. This 
was bnmght about tlirough the remarkable success 
of the H|KH*dy Iron Musk. Goldblatt prepared the 
son of Disguise for his reeord- breaking iH*rformam*es 
during the winter of 1914, when, at the Juarez 
ti*a<‘k, he bung up two new .\niericaii re^-ords. run- 
ning and one-half furlongs in 1 :(Klri and 

th^ee-qqHrlers in l:U9v5.
